school buildings, a public school, a technical 
school, at a cost of $785,000. 

With nothing said about highway construc- 
tion, the Provincial Government cov!d spend 
$1,150,000 in capital investments in central and 
northern Alberta, which will have to be made 
in the reasonably near future, in the erection of 
a sanitarium, a mentally deficient children’s 
hospital, a home for aged and infirm people, 
and a nurses’ home at the University hospital. 

The Dominion Government, in “Improving the 
northern waterways and building R.C.M.P 
barracks at Edmonton and other points, could 
spend $914,000, which will have to be spent in 
any case over a term of years. 

A civic auditorium in Edmonton, if under- 
taken, would cost an additional $800,000. 

The Jaunching of a public works construction 
program of this kind with an expenditure of 
$3,900,000 by the city, and a total of $6,838,000 
in central and northern Alberta, would solve 
the unemployment problem in this section of 
Canada, The stimulus given to business would 
induce the investment of private funds, prob- 
ably to a far larger amount. 
would melt away, the “soup kitchens” and 
relief camps would close, men would be earning 
and spending wages instead of “doles”, debts 
would be paid, buying would increase, property 
values return, and the whole community throb 
with new life 

The Dominion Government should make this 


program possible by issuing the necessary 
amount of money, lend the province and the 
city what they ed at an interest rate only 


high enough to cover the cost of the operation, 
and wipe out the debt by collecting a sinking 
fund to extinguish the loans in a proper period 
of time. 

There is little to encourage a hope that the 
present Dominion Government will do any- 
thing of the kind. But the schedule shows 
what could be done if the practice of financing 
public works at actual cost were adopted; and 
what will be done when that practice is adopted, 
as it assuredly will be in the not distant future 
Canadian taxpayers are getting very, very tired 
of being prevented s their own credit with- 
out paying somebody toll for the privilege, and 
of being made to men in idleness 
because they cannot pay the toll demanded for

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Dried Fruits 


By DOCTOR FKANK McCoY 


Ever so often, I find an-old, familiar food 
cropping up in the news of the food world and 
making a new name for itself. One of the 
foods which is now making news is the prune; 
for example, the dried prune, together with 
dried apricots and peaches, has lately been 
found to have a_ particular 
value as a blood-builder. This 
virtue is also shared by can- 
ned and fresh pineapple and 
is also present in prunes, 
apricots and peaches in their 
fresh and canned form. Part 
of the ability to build healthy 
red blood cells comes from 
the presence of iron and cop- 
per, found in the above foods. 

More news about prunes 
McCoy is that prune juice is now 
for sale in glasses. Strained pruneg or 
prune whip, is now on the market and is useful 
in preparing special deserts when whipped 
cream or beaten egg whites are added, I know 
that many of you will be glad to find you can 
now buy prunes and apricots which are tender- 
ized, meaning that they have undergone a pro- 
cess to make them more tender, so that they 
cook without soaking, in from thirty to forty 
minutes. 

I recommend dried fruits in the diet and 
such articles as prunes, figs, raisins, peaches 
and apricots are wholesome when prepared 
properly. They are natural foods and are rich 
in the mineral] elements needed for health and 
vigor. As they are alkaline forming foods, they 
help to correct acidosis. Since prunes contain 
an acid said to increase the acidity of the liquid 
waste from the kidneys, they are not classed as 
entirely alkaline, although they contain an 
abundance of the alkaline minerals. 

Dried fruits have a mild laxative quality and 
if you wish to increase their laxative property I 
would suggest that you add a few senna leaves 
to the water in which they are soaked over- 
night. In the morning, cook the fruits in the 
same water, along with the leaves. I believe 
that as long as you require some laxative, you 
will find this the least harmful form. However, 
do not continue to use the senna any longer 
than necessary. 

In dried fruits, you get good value for your 
money. When you buy any food the only part 
which does you any good is the part you actu- 
ally use. Many of the dried fruits, such as 
raisins, apricots and peaches are used in their 
entirety and you get the full benefit of what 
you pay for. Even in prunes and dates, all that 
is thrown away is the seeds and pits. During 
the drying process, much of the water is re- 
moved so that you pay for very little water. 
After water is added and the fruits are cooked, 
they increase in quantity, so that you end up 
with more food than you started with. Another 
good point in favor of dried fruits is that they 
keep for some time. 

Dried fruits are fully ripened and are ex- 
ceedingly rich in fruit sugar. They contain from 
fifty to seventy per cent of sugar. Since they 
are so sweet, I would suggest that you use only 
about five prunes each day, as one who eats 
rom ten to fifteen prunes would be getting an 
excess of sugar, which his body probably would 
not need. 

When these sweet fruits are mixed with 
starches, flatulence may result; the best way 
to combine dried fruits is to take them stewed 
for breakfast with an egg and a dextrinized 
starch such as Melba toast, or they may be com- 
bined with meat and vegetables for dinner. An- 
ther good combination which makes a satisfy- 
ing lunch is dates and milk. Ground raisins, 
when mixed with celery, make a delicious stuf- 
fing for turkey or chicken. 

The best way to cook dried fruits is to sim- 
mer them slowly which will bring out the full 
sweet flavor and leave them plump and tender. 
In some cases, it is advisable to wash and soak 
overnight. 

This article will come to you during Christ- 
mas week, when many of you will be buying 
dried fruits for the holidays. If you will use 
them according to the instructions I have given 
you, I am sure you will find them healthful and 
wholesome

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date. in 1883, there 
was an amusing dynamite 
scare at Rideau Hall, Ottawa. 
The Marquis of Lansdowne, 
who had assumed office as gov- 
ernor-general two months be- 
fore, was, both in Ireland and 
in the United States, the target 
for much abuse by active sym- 
pathisers with the Fenian 
cause, Rightly or wrongly, he 
was regarded as one of the 
worst of the “rackrenting land- 
lords,” and no sooner had his 
appointment to Ottawa been 
announced than the Clan Na 
Gael issued warnings that his 
life in Canada would be in 
danger. 

The Governor and his family 
were closely guarded; strict 
precautions were taken that no 
suspicious strangers approach- 
ed Rideau Hall, special detec- 
tives were kept busy. Britain 
had, however, a most efficient 
secret service in New York, 
which kept the Canadian gov- 
ernment well informed of 
Fenian plots and boasts. Sir 
John A. Macdonald was greatly 
worried over the situation, but 
for once his anxiety was modi- 
fied when he received a letter 
from Lord Lansdowne telling 
him that as result of warning 
from New York that the Fen- 
ians intended to send an infer- 
nal machine through the mails 
“all strange parcels shall be 
treated respectfully,” 


It seemed that that morning 
a “strange parcel” had arrived 
at Rideau Hall and been taken 
by the mail orderly to the office 
of the military secretary. It 
looked suspicious; it was a 
“strange parcel”; no risk could 
be run, so the parcel was care- 
fully taken out into the snow- 
covered grounds to be opened 
The aides and servants were 
ready to make a dash for it if 
the contents should prove dan- 
gerous. Imagine moments of 
tension; the cutting of the 
string; the opening of the par- 
cel; and the exposure of a large 
Canadian cheese, sent as a gift 
to the Queen's representative 
by some loyal cheese maker of 
Ontario, probably a member of 
the local Orange Lodge! 

Lord Lansdowne had a sense 
of humor, for he wrote to Sir 
John: “Sovereigns used to keep 
a highly paid official to taste 
the royal viands. Will Parlia- 
ment vote an adequate salary 
for a viceregal functionary to 
whom will be committed the 


duty of opening explosive 
packages?” 
There were many more 


scares at Rideau Hall and else- 
where during Lord Lans- 
downe’s stay in Canada, but 
the vigilance of the Dominion 
Police, under Colonel A. P. 
Sherwood, saw to it that there 
came no unfortunate sequels. 
A good dea] of money was paid 
out of the secret service fund 
in those five years.

Lord Essendon's assertion

THE BANK REPORT 


The report of the Macmillan 
Commission on Canadian 
Banking became public a little 
sooner than was expected, and 
contains a very full statement 
of the recommendations made 
by the Commission.

agree in hundreds of ways, it 
is best to wait until matters 
are fully clarified before at- 
tempting to make comments 
critical or otherwise.

Premier Brownlee in- 
sists that the capital of the 
proposed bank be owned ex- 
clusively by the government, 
private capital being debarred 
from holding any shares, In 
this Mr. Brownlee will have 
the wholehearted support of 
the majority of those outside 
of banking circles who have 
been interested in the 
formation of the new bank 
It has to be understood, right 
from the start, that if private 
capital is permitted to hold 
shares in the central bank, it 
will be only a very few years 
before the bank will come 
under the control of the exist- 
ing chartered banks of the 
Dominion and become just 
what people are afraid of, “a 
bankers’ bank".
